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PREFACE. 



THE Papifls have of late given ut fuch fremOccafions by 
their horrid and damnable Confpiracies againft the Per- 
fon of our Kiog,our Government, and our Religion ; to 
renounce and deteft the Communion of that Church, 
which does rot only allow men, but teaches them to be 
Murderers andTray tors. And wehavejet fo great Reafon to apprehend 
the difmal Confequenccs of their Secret and Hell i(h Machinations, that 
I am confident no Difcourfe which tends to heighten and improve the 
juftPrejudices of Enghjb «r#»,againft that impious and abfurd Religion, 
will be thought at this time unneceiTary by any good Proteilant. I (hall 
not therefore make any Apology for tht Collecting andPrinting tbisE- 
pitome of the three great M .iliac res m'Ptcdmovt, France and / reUnd , 
which is intended chiefly for the lnftru&ion of knorant and unlearned 
People j for we fear not that Scholars and men of Sence mould be made 
Papifts, except fuch whofe Morals are fo wretchedly debauch'd, that 
they ar,e ready at all times to facrifice their Conferences to their Civil 
I n re retls : and I hope there are not fo many of tbefe defperate Pro- 
ftitntcs as the Papifts are apt to imagine, and as the Manners of the 
Age we Irve in, may (I confefs) give usjuft caufe to fear : No, 'tis the 
ordirary Rank of men 5 who have not had the Advantage of Learning 
and a generous Education/to defend themfelves againft the ftudied Pal- 
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lacies an4 fpecious pretences of the Romljb Agents, who commonly be- 
come the Prey of thofe Wolves in Sheeps cloathing. 
* To provide therefore for their Security, that cfiey may not fall into 
the (hares that are laid for them, ought to be our chicfeft Care, fince 
as 'tis more Charity to ftrengrhen the hands of the weak, than to add 
force to theftrong j Co in this cafe, 'tis more prude nr too, in order 
to the fupport of the common caufe of Protcftant Religion, the igno- 
rant being by far the greater number. Nor is this to be done a better 
way, then by furnimmg them wich fuch plain Arguments as they are 
able to apprehend and manage themfclves,to the confufion of the com- 
mon Enemy, 1 And thefe can be no other than fuch as are drawn from 
nutters of Fad, they being cafieft to be underftood, and hardeft to be 
anfvcr'd. 

For this Rcafon it was, that this fhort Narrative of the bloody But-* 
chcrics.aad inhumane Murders heretofore committed upon the per- 
fons of Proteftants,by Italian, French and / rijh Papilts, in cold blood, 
and b) the Inftigation of their Church, was prepared forthePrefs at 
thedefireofa worthy Gentleman, (whofe Zeal for the Inrereft ofJiis 
Country and the Proteltant Religion defer ves a publick mcntion,would 
his Mjdefty permit it ) in order to the being by him beftow'd among 
Lis Countiy Neighbouis, who, fome of them perhaps have never heard

ftrous and abominable A&ior.s Papifts are capabJc of, when the Inter>- 
cftof thatldoiof theirs (their Church) requires them. By which as 
well as by their J arc Plots here in England, 'tis not hard for men of the 
meaoeft Capacities to perceive, That their Religion cannot be the Re- 
ligion of Chrift, while it juftifies them in the groiTeft Immoralities, and 
engages them in the raoft unchriftian Pra&icts. That thofe deteftable 
Do&rines of DepoCmg and Killing Kings, and extirpating Hcrettcl^s , 
which have been io often obje&ed to the Church of Rome by Protc- 
ftant Divines, are not Speculative Notions and Propofitions ffbl*-

m-itical, as fbrae of thePopilh Writers, an J particularly the Author 
of that lying L:beJ,callcd * Tne Compendium , would make 
us believe, But fuo fettled Maxims of their barbarous Ec- *Cn»ptnd. 

J ^' 77 ' 
be put in practice, whenever that proud uncharitable Church has a fafe 
occafion to do it } though at other times they muft be difown'd 
With the "ufual Popifh Impudence, efpecially to fuch Proteftants as 
have fo little wit to take what they fay on Truft, or fo littJe Reading not 
to be able to difprove them. 

I hope no man will underftand me here, as if from the bare Actions 
of Pa pills, and nothing elfe, I argued to the Principles of Popery, and 
conclude the one from the other ; this were bad Charity, and worfe 
Logick, and one of their own conftan: Topicks in their Writings agairift 
Protcftants : 'twere (to fay the woiit that can* be of it) to fall direct- 
ly into the ridiculous way of Reafoning ufed by the Compendium ft, 
when he pretends to anfwer the Bp. of Lincoln s Book, that admirable 
and learned Difcourfe j aDifcourfeof fo great ufeatthis time, and 
which does with fuch undeniable Evidence convince the Religion of Pa- 
pifts to be guilty of all their traiterous and bloody Dcfigns againft 
Kings and Protcftants, that I cannot but rake this occasion toccrre& 
that troublefomeltnperti/.ent, who has made fuch a fcnccleH'e Buzze, 
and rais'd fuch a duft about it, with defignto puzzle and darken thole 
Truths, wh'ch the Bilhop has there made fo plain and clear , efpecially 
fince the Bifhop him/elf has not thought him (*s indeed he is not) wor- 
thy of his Notice, ai.d no body elfe that 1 know oH,has yet exnos'd that 
part of his impudent Pamphlet, which concerns this truly Venerable 
anH Excellent Pcrfon.

where Princes have been depos'd by Proteftants ; when he knew in his 
Conference he could fcarce nave nam'd or e more/if it had been to gain 
the Popedom } if he could, I doubt not but we mould have had it at 
full length. Well } but inthofe Countries he has nam'd , Princes (it 
feems ) have been ail/tall/ depofed bj their Proteftsnt Subjects, And 
what then ? Does it therefore follow, that the Proteftant Religion tea- 
ches the Do&rine of Depofing Kings I Or,may it not indeed teach the 
quite contrary for all that ? Did this wretched Trifter never hear of 
men who have acted contrary to the Principles of their Religion ? 
where has he livM ? In a Convent without doubt, among the moil Se- 
raphick Saints of his Church } *I mean thofe

while he was induftt ioufly (luffing out his thin D fcourfe with bigge and 
founding words, he did not bring all the Proteftant Criminals, and ci- 
ther ill men, who have been any way Famous fince the Reformation, 
upon the ftage, and then charge the Proteftant Religion with Felony, 
and Murder, and Treafon, and Adultery, and Perjury, and what not/ 
The Confequence had been altogether as good, and the Triumph as 
jufh We do not rcafon at this loofe and abfurd Rate, when we a ecu fe 
the Church of Rome of Principles which juftifietheDf/>o//w£d»<i"/l/*r- 
Aering of Princes, and the Maflacrc of Millions of innocent People, 
whom with a ridiculous atfe&arfan fhe terms Heretxks. But we firft 
prove her fas my Lord Biihopof Linolnc has unanfwerablv denej to 
have fuch Principles; and this not only from the Books of her racfl 
emincntWritcrs,upon whofe Teftimony we always lav the lcaft weight j 
allow'd and commended by her fclf, but from that Law which is the 
Rule of Juftice in her Ecdefiaftfcal Courts, from the Authentick Bulls 
and Decretals of her Popes, and laftiy (which is the greateft Evidence 
that is poflnle in the cafe) from the Cannons of her general Councils. 
Then we urge matters of FhcI, conformable to them, to (hew th?t they 
are not things of bare Speculation and difpute ara^ng Cafuifts and 
Schoolmen, but fuch neccflarv Rules for fupport of her Hierarchy, as 
have been frequently pur inpra£tife, to the great fcandal oftheChri- 
ftian Profeifion.

We mould not accufe her of the fcveral Confpiracies of 
Papitts here in England againft the Lives of Queen Elizabeth, King 
fames, King Charles I. and his prefent Majefty, if(befides the proving 
upon her the before- mention'd Principles) Hie had not a&uallv and 
forma!) y (as far as it lay in her Power) Excommunicated and De- 
pos'dthem all, and abfolv'd their Subjects from their Oaths of Alle- 
giance. We mould not accufe her of the Maflacrcs of Paris and Pied- 
mont, becaufe her Sons were there the Brethren in Iniquity, the Sons 
of Violence, that acted unprovok'd thofe difmall Slaughters, if, as an 
additional proof of her holding the before mention'd Principles , (he 
had not {a) commended the one, giving thanks to 
God for it, and (b) commanded the other.

This I am confident all impartial men will judge fair Dealing and 
juft difcourfe, and far dirTerent from the Method of the fimpendia- 
ni&j the Reader may fee we ground not our Charge of Popery upon 
thebare Actions of Papifts, but having found this degenerate Church 
teaching the moft difloyal and inhumane Doctrines j and then observ- 
ing her followers in feveral famous Inftances, to be guilty of Facts 
which directly anfwer to them : We think we have reafon to conclude 
the one to be the caufc of the other, and that manyPapifts had not been 
fo bad men, if their very Religion bad not debauch/d them. M.iy 
we not now juftly turn rhe CcmpendiamsTs own words of foolim 
Triumph upon himfelf and his Party? +Wk'*t Parity U there 
between us and ottr . Adversaries , either in our A 
tlions or ^oofy of this Nature ? Though the A&i- * Compend. 
ons of many Proteftants have been too bad to be juftifi'd, fa% ' 77 ' 
yet did they never go to the Church for Sanctuary. Though Prote- 
ftants 
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ftants have been Depofers and Murderers of Princes, ( there are 
Rogues of all Perflations yet had they never any Encouragement 
from their Religion fo to do < nor did any of them ever fo much as 
pretend it, except fuch Bedlam Fanaticks as Fifth Monarchy men, a 
Venner, or a f»hnof Ley den : and thefe are ^properly fpeakingj as far 
from being right Proteftants,as Papifts are from being right Chriftians, 
But can he (hew us where the Proteftant Religion ailows the Depofing 
or murdering of Princes, or gives the leaft intimation of fuch a Power 
in the Church ? Can he (he** it us, (where only it ought to be look'd 
after, viz..) in the Confcilions of our Faith, or in the Articles of our 
Communion ? Or, laftly can h? (hew it us in the Writings of any conli- 
dcrable Proteftant Divines ? though their private Opinions unlicenc'd 
and unauthoriz'd by the Church, of which they are Members, cannot 
properly be a Charge a^ainft the Proteftant Religion, but (becaufewe 
will give him more than he can j jftly ask in this Controverfie; 1 fay, 
can he (hew it us, even here ? I know indeed he does af-

Docs he think we know them no better than to truft them ? But we 
will not ufe all the Advantages that we have againft fo bad a Caufc,wd fo 
weak an Adverfary.

Princes mar be deposed upon the Account of Religion : By what new 
Logick can he make this pertinent to the prefent D.fcourfe ? Does he 
thinke it the fame thing ro hold indefinitely. That Princes may be de- 
fos'd upon the Account of Religion } and to hold, That the Church hat 

* Right to depofe them upon that Account t To hold that they may 
be depofed by an Authority Civil,and to hold that tbey may be deposd 
Jby an Authority Ecclefiaftical ? Let him now fpeak his Confcience 

without a Difpenfation. Does he in good carneft think thefetwo 
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Proportions equivalent, or at leaft equivalent as to the point in conr ro 
verfie between him and the Biihop ol Lincoln, and that they equally dif- 
grace the profefs'd Religion of him who affirms them, ffcctnnot 
tare be Co void of the ordinary reafon of a Man, though he has fwal- 
JowM down never fo many Roman Cathoiick Do&rincs, as not to 
perceive a palpable difference between them. Tisnot but that the for- 
mer ofthefe Pofitions is a very bad Principle, dangerous to Prin-

maintaines it ) is a nfwer able for it, not bis Religion* To make this a 
little clearer, I fay, 'Ids one thing to hold, That Princes may be de- 
depos'd by the Scare, though upon the Account of Religion, (#. e, for 
being of a Religion different from the eftabliOi'd) grounding this Opi- 
nion upon the Laws and Cuitoms of fome particular Civil Conilituti- 
ons, or upon the ends of Government in general ; and quite another 
thing to hold, that they may He depos'd by the Churcb,grounding this 
Opinion upon the Laws of Religion, and a Power fuppos'd to be dele, 
gated to her by On ill. This laft is the Principle we charge, and the 
Bifliop o( Lincoln has prov'd upon the Church of Rome, which makes 
her Rel gion it felf dangerous to Pr'nces. On the other fide, though 
lather, Cdvin, or any other Proteftant Divines mould hold the fulr, 
though itbeafalfeandabad, yet (as I faid before) 'tis a Civil Prin- 
ciple, and their holding it could not more reflect on the Pfoteftanc 
Religion, than an Error, they might be guilty of in Hiftory or Mathe- 
maticks The Proteftant Religion therefore remaines clear from any 
fa ipic ion of*llowmg the Do&rine of Depofing Prwcct (the point I un- 
dertook to make good) though it (hould be granted the C*»p<*<t>*»'ft» 
that L*tbcr*t\dCM+im,&.c. have had ill Principles in Relation to Ci- 
vil Goier. merits, ll he could prove indeed. That Luther and Calvi* ■ 
or any other Proteftant Divices nave held The L*»f*lnef nf'Def-jfng 
Princes, as a Principle cf their Religion, and piae'd the po»er of do- 
dng it the Church, he would fay foraethin^r tbat were to the purpofe, 
and parallel to what we accufe the Church of fame off, but n the Me- 
thod he has taken, be does but beat the Air,and fight with Shadows.

And as 'tis the Roman Chut cb, and 
not the Do&ors,only, pr diiefly, which the Bifliop charges with holding, 
tbatTrtnccs ma) be Deposed by her Authority t not with holding Indefi- 
nite!) that the) may be Deposed upon the account o£ Re/ifiott : So (is 
theprefent popifli Canon - I,aw, the Bulls and Decretals of Popes, . 
and the Canons of General Councils, which are the Tcilimonies he 
relics upon for the making good of his Charge, and not the private 
Opinions of PopUh D^&ors, though being cited out or Books iiccns'd 
and approv'd by that Church, they are of confiderablc wri^ht in the 
Argument. Now what fa yes the Compendiamft to thefc ltrong and 
molt convincing Proofs ? Why in fine ( as Mr, Baycs fayes upon ano- 
ther occafion ) he wont tell m. He has not one word, not one Syllable 
of Aiifwer to them, but pailes tbecn over with as deep afilence, and 
as good a grace, as if (hey were, like me A of his own, not at ail to the 
purpofe. This difcreet and nccctfory Refolution btin^ taken, he bends 
all his little Wit, and with a great deal of Chearfulneue goes about to 
invalidate what the Bimop uiges from the Writings of the Poptfh Do- 
ctors, which yet the poor impotent Scribier is by no means able to doj 
as 1 have made appear in my Anfwer to his Charge of Luther and CaU 
v>n.

thing bnt Popery, or at lealt its Principle, can mai^e it again emerge/ 
or lafimg? Was there ever fuch a complication of Malice and Fol- 
ly as this Period affords us ? There is a veine of impertit tnt arguing, 
contrary to the known Rules of Difcoirrfe, and fhameleiTc affirming , 
contrary to the knowne Truth cf Faft, which runs through thewhoie 
Mafle of his crude and indigefted Pamphlet: But this is a Nompare- 
illoftoufeMr Bale's Phrafe) of want of Modefty, and wantofSence 5 
one of his bold Strokes. *Tisufualwith him to tell Taks for Argu- 
ments, and lay down consent A Her tiens in ftead of Proofs : but

the leaft colour of Reafon^or Truth ? He cannot but know too, that this 
has alwayes been fiid byProteftant Writers,and prov'd beyond all con- 
tradiction, except that of abfurd and illogical men, from whom Saint 
Paul pray'd to be delivered.

Diftunour of the Regal Majefty, and the apparent Prejudice of that 
R verence it ought to have in the raindes of the PeopJe : Nay further, 
ail that Part of the Pope's Spiritual Power,which was either NecclTiry, 
or uletul for the Government of the Church, is , by the Reformati n, 
become the King's, (bthat no. Authority hut God Almighty's is now 
above him, nor any in EngUnd independent of hrm. He is equally 
Head both of the Church & the State; No Appeaks can be made from 
his Courts, nor any fort of Perfons priv : lcdg\J from hisJufticCj In a 
word. He is no longer a Fcauditary Vaflall to the Popes, as in effect 
all Popi'h Princes are j fince the Pope has an allow d Right Co com- 
mand them in whatever he will call Spirituall , or will fay has any 
relation to Spiritual M itccrs, and by declarng them Hereticks, be can 
( accord ng tc the Rumifh Religion) depofcthem, and deftroy them 
whenhc piealcs. Now the being dcliver'd from fucha low, umvor- 
zh\ Set . rude, and the acquiring fuch a large Increafc both of Honour, 
an 1 Pov- r in certainly no fmall addition to the Monarchy, yet this ic 
has gotten purely by the Reformation. 

Secondly, The Monarchy has by the Reformation gotten a greater 
Security than it had before, both for the King's Perfon, and his 
Crowne } thofeHeilifh Papal Do&rines, which I have been hitlierto 
difcourfing off, did, in times of Popery, perpetually ha g over their 
Heads, like D>tt»u les'% Sword, r»ady to doe Execution upon the 
lead irregular Motion, and chey were neither of thein any longer fafe 
^har. civ P. pc plcas'd. But fince the Reformation, the Popes Ex- 
communications, and Bulls of Depoficion a rc of no F rcc, anu can 
have little cried in BngUr.d^ feme they w:|l have while Papifts are fuf- 
fered to live among ns, anJ, by enjoying Eftates , to have an Intcreft 
in the Kingdom, as the prclent popiflV PLOT docs but too plain- 
Jy pjrove, however .by many degrees lcis than if Popery were 

a^ain 
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again the eftahlifh'd Religion } To chat I fay, The King ol^En^Mtd 
has by meaneso^ theProteftant Religion, at lead a gtcaer Secu- 
rity for his Life, and his Crown, than he had before, anabfolute 
one he muft not expect while he has any popifh Sal je£ts. 

Thirdly, The Monarchy has by the Reformation gotten to 
the King of England, the Government of all Englifli men, of what 
Order or Profeition toever, which heretofore he had not, the Cler- 
gy being exempt from the Civil Jurifdi&ion, and depending chiefly 
on the Pope(who beftow'd moft of the Bimopricksjand great Bene- 
fices) both for Protection and Preferment : the King had little 
power either to punilh or reward them, as the Hiltoryes and Re- 
cords of thofe times do fuffieuntly demenftrate. But 'tis notori- 
oufly knowne to what a degreewhe Reformation has alter'd the 
. ftate of things in tbar point, and how much the Interefts of Clergy 
men do now tye them, more than others , to the Service of the 
Crowne, as a!fo how well they undeftand, and how zeaioufly they 
pur fue thofe Inter efts, wheaas heretofore they were theconftant 
ftafers of Factions a^ainft their Princes, in favour of Rome, and 
cbiiinafe maintainers of the Popes Encroachments upon their 
Regal Rights. Nay, the Laity themfelves were the Pope's Sub. 
jects in Spiritual matrers,and for the moft Part, whole ly guided by 
their Priefts, the Pope's Dependants (by Reafonof the great com- 
mand they had over their Confciences) in their Civil concernes al- 
ia * Soe that the King under thde and other circumftances of 
Popery was but a Servant to the Church, and little more in Effea 
than the Popes Vice- Roy. But the Reformation has freed both Irim^ 
and his people from this bafe, dishonorable Subjection, aud moil in- 
convenient Dependance on a foreign Power. 

Thefe are thiogs which all the World muft acknowledge to he. 
vrryconfiderable in themfelves, and very great acquifitions to the 
Monarchy, yet are they fuch as have naturally, and neceuarity fal- 
len into it upon the eftabliihment of Protectant Religion in the room 
of Popery, and that too, as 'tis this particular form of Government 
cali'd a Monarchy, diftinguifh'd from all other Kindes ; if I mould 
take notice ot the Advantages it has receiv'd byjhis change, as 'tis a 
Civil Government,^ general^might obferve many more } as firit, ♦ 
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an Incteafi: of the Trade, and cenfequendy of the Riches, of the 
Kingdom, as well by the taking auray that vaft number of unnrcef- 
farv , fenccieuq Hoiydaies, impos'd cn the People by the Church 
ofkome, which mull needs be a great hindcrance to the carrying 
on ofpublick Bulii.efs, and Commerce, as by the application of 
many Thou fands of Perfon* to the waies,and means of railing a For- 
tune to maintain themfelves, who were heretofore ma: ntain'd, and 
liv'd wholely, like idle Drones, upon the labour and i duftry of 
others, and by being (hut up in a Cloy Iter, and fecjueftied from the 
common Employments of other men, were made every way ufe- 
lefs Members of the Stite, and a burden to it. Secondly, Another 
advantage the Monarchy ( conlider'd in the general as a body Poli- 
tick) has receiv'd by this Change, is an Increafe of the Strergth, 
and Safety of the King ra,by the grt at Increafe of People (which 
ajfo aiwayes mcreafes Trade) fince the Clergy have been aliowM 
Co marry, a. d thcPoiiyof Monkery and Vowes of pepetuai Ce- 
libacy ( as they call it) in either Sea has been both forbidden and 
fcorn'd. 

'Twere eafy for me to enlarge upo this Argument, and fur- 
ther (hew, how friendly an Inftitutioh, and how highly ferviceable 
the Proteitant Religion, when rightly underftood, is to the Civil In- 
tereifr, both of this and ail other Kingdomes and States as well by 
the great gentlenefs, and moderation of her external DiTcipline ; 
as by the peaceable temper, and Loyalty of her Doctrines : And 
that on the other fide Popery does not only make the Prince himfelf 
a Dependant, and unfafe, but his people few, ignorant and poor ? 
She robbes him fuft of his Authority, and then of his Subjects j her 
Monafterics decoy the 2eaious, her Inqnifitions drives away the 
wife, and both together enflave and beggar the fooliih Iff achats ,that 
(lay behend, to bow down their fervile jhouldcri to the 'Burden of 
an oppreifive Government. But I think what I have already dif- 
cours'd is more than enough to prove the prefent Point, viz? That 
the M n arc by of England h m gotten by the Reformation,^ that no 
body, but a man, who either understands not, or cares not what he 
fayes, would affirm the contrary. 

The Compendianift, poffibly, may here object, as he feemes 
to do, 9, That popim Princes abroad are not fenfl- 

l»le of thefe Inconveniences in their Religion, nor do they peweive 

any 
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any fach ill Confluences to arife from the Profetfion of ir, as the A^A *- 

Bilhop of Lincoln's Book, and this Preface charges it with, but alto- 
gether the contrary ; for, Who (fa} es He ) find themfci ves f« fioj, - 
njhing > and ye at as they i I fuppofe he ipeaks tore ot the French 
King (fori know no other nopifh Prince that is atprefei.t, either 
flounfliing, or great j and it he means that Popery has beca the 
caufc of his Greatncfs, I fhall not difpute it with him, but this, I 
willaffirme, and maintaine againft all the World, That 'twas nei- 
ther his owne Popery, nor that of his Subjects - t though every Body 
knows the French Popery is much gentler, and mote converfeable 
fort of thing than theSpanifb, or Italian : more plyant, and lub- 
millivetothe Civil Magiltrate , and more hofpitable to Strangeis, 
and Dillenters, and confequently lelle prejudicial to the growth of 
Power, and the greatnefs of a State than the other. The Privilcd- 
ges ofthet74//ic*» Church, and the Do&rines of the Sorbonnc, tc- 
gether with the manners of the people, and the Exclufion of the In- 
quifition, have a little qualified this pernicious Impofture j and 
temper 'd the Malignity of her Influence j as the raoft deftru&ive 
Plants do fometimes lofc the Virulence of their poifons by a change 
of Soyle, and Mercury it felfe, by a mixture ot Ingredients,is ren- 
. dred innocent Phyfick 1 grant therefore that Popery in fome 
places, and under fome Circumftances of alloy, may not abfolute- 
ly hinder, but it can never be the caufc, nor ot it felf, in any degt ee 
contribute to, the profperity of either Princei or people i for 'tis 
plaine.Tbat the Principles it teachcs,and the Confcqucnces it draws 
after it, doevidently tend fas 1 fjave already made appear) to the 
lcfTening of the onc,and the impoverifhing of the other,indeed to the 
ruine of both s and if Popery have not at all times, and in all Pla- 
ces fo bad an erTecl:, it mult be attributed to fome fuch caufes as I 
have now mention "d, which do in France, ferve to take out the 
iting of this monftrous heaft, this Spawn oithe Old Serpent, and 
prevent the Mifchiefe, which it is otherwtfe fo apt to doe, the Blalt 
it would infallibly bring upon the ordinary fruites of good Govern- 
ment, and the common ends of Civil Societies. To conclude this 
point, if any Prince or State happen ('by fome favorable conjun- 
cture^ and fortunate Accident ) to be great with, or, rather not- 
withitanding, Poperv, there is no doubt but they would be either 
of thcrrti much areater without it, 1 1

Tis now left to the Reader to judge, upon a due confiderat i- 
on of the Whole, what an excellent Engine this Popery would prove 
to buoy up a finking Monarchy, and make it again <ntirgc (as the 
Corapendiamtt calls it in his pe Jantical L&un pbrafe ) were ours im 
that defperate low condition co need it, which 1 hope 'tis far from.or, 
ifit do at prefcrntdedine,I an lure no man in his right wits, except 
this Author, will fay, 'tis lor want of Popery. What kind of men 
are thofe Prot c Hants then , who ( if we may take the Compendia- 
mil's own word for it ) would recommend to his Majefty, in a cafe 
of extremity, this dry antiquated Drugge, this ufeleile Lump of 
Formality, and Foppery, this difcover'd Cheat , this Infulter and 
braver of Crown a Heads, this Ufurper upon the Rights of Princes, 
this Enemy to God's Anmointcd. 1 fay what kind of Creatures 
mult thefe be f They are certainly a Species by ihcmfcl vcs.and have 
not the fame common Faculties, and wayes of underlUnding with 
other Chriftian people \ if at lealt there be any fuch, which I will 
not beoverpofitive in,uj on the Authority of this Writer j forfome 
of his ftories are as unlikely ( ta»ufe his own words about the Plot ) 
*1 any Romance Extant. But Proteftants does he term them ? It is 
impouible I Why will he abufe his Friends at this Rate, and call 
them out of their Names < I'll warrant them they are as good Ca- 
tholicks as hirafelf. £)oes he indeed thinke to put this upon us, that 
Proteftants are for the bringing in Popery ? He may as well hope to 
make us believe Tranfubftantiatianit fell", 'tis a Contradiction in 
Terms, an errant Bull. However, upon this occafion, I cannot but 
reflect that I have fometimes met with a fort of ridiculous Animals, 
commonly call'd Proteftants indeed, whofe Heads are giddy, and 
whofe Brains mm round with the Notion of a Catholicke Church, 
and a vilible fucceifion of Bilhops ever fince the Apoftlcs, Who run 
ftark mad in love with reverend Words, holy Places , confecrated 
Hal i:s, and godly Geftures, who have abundance of odde, fuperfti- 
aious Zcale, with not one grain of true fence, Difciples of Hcylin^ 
^rATjjorntdikc^ in a word, a kinde of L ' Ejlra. g( Proteftants, men 
who have lifted themfclves in our Service, and rank'd on our fide 
only to betray our cauie, and give our Enemies the Victory. They 
feem to have no other defigne in the Church of England than 3*mp- 
{on had in the FhihHmes Temple, viz~ to pull it downe upon our 
Heads , and bury us in the Ruiacs. Now what difcouife thefe 
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fort of men bare had with the Com pen Jianift, I cannot tell, nor am 
much concerned, I will not difpute, but that 'tis pofliblc, they may 
hare acknowledge! fome fuch thing as he affirms, for their Poli- 
ticks are much of a pitch with their Divinity, and I know they will 
fay, or confefs any thing, that tends to undermine, and weaken the 
Proteftant Faith, and Intereft, (hough it be never fo fodifh, and ab- 
furd. Yet do they take it hainouflj ill to be thought Papilts, and 
particularly Mr. LSSftrangc feems more than ordinarily difturb'd, 
when he finds himfclfe charg'd with this Imputation ; hjw does he 
fiing,and flounce in his late Pamphlets, like a gaull'd Hackney, who 
can neither bear the whipp, nor mend his dull Dog-Trot. But let 
him beftow the framings of his Rage never fo fait among the Rabble, 
and in hafty, uncorrcct Libells throw about the empty Froth of 
his Anger j Let him fret himfclf never fo lean, and talk like a 
mad man in the overboyling of his Paflion } Let him make never 
fo many profeflions of a Proteftant Faith, and never fo many Good- 
Morrows to the Church of BngUnd, we (hall ftill believe him a Pa- 
pift, while he foe notorioufly promotes the Defignes, and fervet 
the Inrerefts of that Party. I thick nothing is plainer than that the 
great Endeavour of the Papifts, ever fince the Difcovery of the Plot, 
has been by all kinde of means-, and artifices , to turn off the Pub- 
lick Odium ( under which they have fo juftly fuffcr'dj as much as 
was poflible, from Themfelves upon the Fanaticks, and to ftir up 
an ignorant, cutragious clamour againft them } the Presbyterian 
Plot found in the Mt*l Tub, and all the late Pamplets, and dif- 
couifesof the popifti Agents, are, but fo many continued, and un- 
deniable Proofs of this. Now were VSJttrangc their Petitioner (as 
'tis not improbable but he is J and as much irgag'd in their Service 
as Nevil- ttjne; he could not have more effectually afiifted them in 
the carrying on of this bafe and Vilianous Pro jed than he has along 
done. How earncftiy has he labor'd to revive the Memory of jfo^- 
tp, in contemptof the ^Att of Oblivion ,and terrifi'd the people with 
groundlefTc Appreherfions of a new Panatick Warr ? How C3n- 
ltantly has he patch'd up his loofe Difcoufei with unfeafonable 
thread -barcCommenrs on the Di folders of the late times, and co- 
lour'd his malicious enmity to the Liberties of EngUnd with violent 
Invectives ; againft F.inxt:c\s? Their Defamation has been the chief 
aimeofall his Writings fince the Plot, the Burden of his overflow 
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ir<% Impertinence, and the Common- place Topick of his Hailing. 
N >«r let us fuppofe the Fanaticks as en ant Devils as this lnquifition- 
man has a mind to paint them, yet what have they dune of late , 
what new provocation have they given fince his Majefties Rcftau- 
artion, nay fince the PLOT, (I mrane the Fanaticks of England,) 
that we (hould thus fall upon them Pell Mcll, without either Fear 
or wit,Rhime or Reafon. I fay, what is the matter,That juft a:rer 
the Difcovery,and in the midft of the Examination of a Horrid Po- 
pifh PLOT, we mould aH of a fuddain be hounded on Fanatickcs ? 
The e is furc fome M viler v in this. Alas ! The Artifice is evident 
and grcfle. Who fees not that the Define of it is,to fave the Papifts 
from the grew ing* Rage of the Peoples Hate, with which their whole 
Faction was alraoit rundowne, and brought to a Bay, by llarting, 
and inviting their Profecutors to frefh Grarae ? This, it fecms, is 
the Under- P LO T to their great Tragedy, and Mr. L'Efirangc, 
next to fome Provincial Jefuite , the chief Manager. 

Can there be any Doubt then, however he appear a Proteftant, 
in (hew and Profeflion, but that he is a P A P I S T, cither in Prin- 
ciple or latercft, if not in both : and thefe Interett-Papilis are the 
molt dangerous ol all. For his Pancgyrick of the Religion eftab- 
lifli'd, and his high Exprcifions of i^cale for it, with which at eve- 
ry turne, heflourifhes his Mifchievous Pamphlets, and guilds the 
poyfon he would have the People Swallow, they are like tne Com- 
ple.nent oijitdv whenhebetray'd hisMaftcr, and like the Courte- 
lieaifjab when he murder \1 tA'oncr. But, God be thankM, Pro- 
tcllants now know him too well, to believe in his Flacety, or be 
wheadlcd to their Ruine by his foft Words. His Writings havedifc- 
over'd foe palpable an ill-Will to the true Interell of the true Pro- 
tcftant Caule,and the Conflicution of the Government (for they are 
at prcfent both wound up in the fame Bottom) and he has purfu'd 
his MJice with fo rcltleffea diligence,and fo furious a Zeal,tbat he's 
grown a Common .QllfanCC to all good Englilbmen,asrd ripe for a 
Correction. 

I doubt not therefore (befides what he may expe& from a Par- 
liament) but fome newMarve ti will rife,to bridle the Intemperance 
of his Mercenary Pen^nd put his poor profticutc wit out of counte- 
nance^ Adverfary who mall baffle him mere notoiioufly than Mr. 
J 'SjhdVF, and persecute lum worfe than my Lady BoltingUjfe, who 



fhall crufli his little Plaufibiliries with a Mafterly Reafon,, and 
fliame him into fiicncc by ihc juftnefte of his Satyr:. T Oaail Jea\c 
him then to the Fate of 'Bayer t which he cannot i eftapfc' and to 
the fevere Reprimands of ins own Confcience. that full confutati- 
on of all his Works, and that only one too which he wanes confix 
dence to reply to, and begging die Reader's pardon for this long 
(but perhaps ufeful ) DigretTion, retume to the Compendianift. 
And, as to what concernes the prefent Argument between him 
and me , I queft ion not , but upon an impartial weighing ot 
what is here orTer'd, it will appear to every rcafonable man, That 
nothing is mare perfectly oppofice to our Civil, as well as Religious 
Interclts than Popery, that nothing could be more prejudicial to the 
Monarchy, nor more fatal to the profperity of England , thin if, 
after having with ioe jufc abhorrence fpew'd up that filthy Load 
of Superftition, and Idolatry, with which Ihe was fo long upprefs'd, 
(he mould be forc'd,ci:her by conqueft from abroad,orby aPopifll 
Succcflbn at home, toreturne once more like the 'Dog to his Vo- 
mit > or 1 ike the Sow when Jhe hat been wajh'd to her wallowing i» 
the Mire. 

For his Objections of the Proteftant Rebellion in Hungary , 
the l3te Rifing in Scotland, the Murder of the Archbifhop ot Saint 
Andrews, and that Home-Wow of his , the Gautte Adverti[e- 

ment of Crpall of ttocntp nine S^ofctfant ftcgiciDttf , 

they are of the fame nature, and grounded on the fame pitiful Fal- 
lacy. with thofe I have already anfwer'd j and when he'ean ftiewus? 
any Principle of the Proitaut Religion that juftifies Rebellion or 
Alurder, efpecialiy that of Princes, or docs but in the reraoteft 
degree encourage men to commit thofe Deteftable Crimes, I (hail 
again confider them : In the mean time, let him not wafte his Pa- - 
per, and tire his Reader with the Repetition of fuch fulfome So- 
philtry. . " A 

But perhaps it may not be amiflc to give a more particular. 
Anfwer to his Home-blow , becaufe he has fuch an opinion of its 
force, and does fo triumph with the conceit of his Victory : I (hail • 
endeavour therefore to take him down in the height of his Rap^re, 
and (hatne his ignorant Malice. The Reader will remember the 
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•Point hi mould prove, is, That Proteftant Principles are dcftru* 
&ive, to Kings j for rhofe are the very words of the Introduction ro 
his terrible Argument of Inftances of £ 'aft. Now did the Ttrenty 
nme Protectant Regicides ever preteod to jultific their abominable 
Villany by any Principle of their Religion ? Nay, did they not pre- 
tend the quite contrary, and ground it wholly upon a Civil Autho- 
rity? Did they njt argue the lawfulr.efTe and juftice of it from a 
Power they fancied in the People, to call the King to an Account for 
his Actions ? Though in this they were as abfurd Logicians as the 
Compendsamft his all alomj flicw'd Jiimfelf, and reafon'd not only 
againft the very firft Principle of Civil Policy j but point blank con- 
trary to the raoft fundamental Maxims of the Liw of England, 
which fays, That the King can do no wrong • and therefore makes his 
Miniftersqucftionable for the mifcarriages in Government, becaufc 
he himfelf is in his own Perfoh, inviolable and facred : but this con- 
cerns not the prefent bufineile. Thefe men, I (ay, ( as bad as they 
wcrej had not the impudence to intereft the Proteftant Religion, or 
any Proteftant Church whatever, in the guilt of their impious Trea- . 
fon, by pretending to derive any Warrant or Encouragement for it 
from them ; or if they had, it would have fignirted nothing to the 
Compendianifl's purpofe, finte there is no King-Depoftng, or King- 
Killing Principle to be found in any Proteftant Confejfitns of Faith , 
or Articles of Communion, ( which are the only proper Evidences 
to convince a Protectant Church of any Principle or Doarine that is 
laid to her Charge) and fo it would have amounted to no more than 
their particular miftaking or perverting the Principles of their Reli- 
gion, as grofl v and as wilfully as they did the Laws of their Country. 
But this is not thcC fej for they did not fo much as pretend any 
Warrant from the Trot eft ant Religion lor what they did r 

H jw then can He charge 'Proteftant Principles with the Perso- 
nal Crimes of thefe men f Or what does his Home-Wow, and al! 
his other Inftances prove, except this only, viz.. That feveral Pro* 
, toftants have been Rogues, very great Rogues, Murderers, Rebels, 
Trajtors, &c. Does He not know that they are all mortal men too, 
and fubje& to many other Vices, which he might very clearly have" 
prov'd upon them (if he he had pleas'd) by undeniable Examples ? 
There's not a Sin the Pope pardons, of what Price iocver, but 'tis 

too 



too fadly true, tbat Prctejtants have been guilty of it at feme time ^ ^ 

or other, if that will do him an> fervice. But now in rhename of a . 
jitrle common fenfe, Who, or what does this Raver oppbfe in this 
ftrenuous Argument ? Did ever any of our Writers ailert that all 
the Froteftants in the World were good Men, and pious Ghriitians ? 
Or is there any fort of people among us befides Quakers, i. e. mad 
mca, who hold a ftate of Abfolute Perfection in this Life ? He has 
put himfelf into an extraordinary Heat, and made ftrange violent 
AfTaults, and yet no Enemy appears near him. What ayles the 
man ? he has hire been combating fome Giant in imagination, like 
Don Quixote when he hack'd down the Walls of his Chamber. 
Well, whoever he be, though it were Malambmno himfelf, I'l war- 
rant him he's kill'd outright, this La Mancha has fo laid about 
him with Home-Blows. 

Another great quarrel he ha? to the Biftiop is, that he does nnt 
anfwer four Books (nam'd in the CowpcndtHrns margin) writ (it 
feems ) bj the Qatkolickf of England jince the Kings Reftoratit, ( 

about the Depojing Tovttr of the Church j * Hit Lord- 
* C°mpend. fi*p flays he)///* far from atifwering theft yintloori, 
** afi * that he never fo much as ctfts thcm.to this ft&fofc (« ; 

'fcrcat fault indeed) fo that we muft Conclude them n+etofinrabli. . 
Well argued o' my word j I fee he deals in nothing but Home.. 
Blows. Mr.Sayes and this CompendianiSt would have made a 
couple of rare, Disputants, if they bad not been fpoil'd by their 
Tutors, and ilLgrounded at firft • they have both an admirable na- 
tural talent at ReafonJng, all the difference between them is, Bajes 
loved it in Rbi'me, and this man's altogether for it in Profe. But . 
without Raillery, docs he believe the Bifhop of Lincoln oblig'd to 
take particular notice of every idle Pamphlet of theirs/' that keeps n . 
P udder about the DepoJing^Power of the Church , (vy\th defign to 
make the bufinefs intricate and darkj and to' think them as coafi- 
derable r ^yhfcs Party always do their own Books ? -No doubt he 
takesjt roontlrous ill too, that the Bimop has not thought him worth 
his Anfwcr ing, and perhaps concludes himfelf unanfwerable. But t 
If :bope 7. (hall hinder him from falling into that m ill ake, and make 
hioiieQCblc what an ImfAr Con^njfu.! AchHH, what a poor coa- 

^empti&iejhin^ he is,, when heappean in. the Lilts againA fo great r 
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a Scholar as the Bifliop of Lincoln. For the Pamphlets lip mentions, 
tliey are more chan anfwered in the Bifliops Book, though it does 
not particularly name them 5 and when he, or any other Factor for 
p fP cr h gives a tolerable Anfvver to thofo clear TcftimoniesI tcld 
him of before, {and which he never fomuch at cites to this fnrfofe) 
by which theBiftiop does fo plainly prove the Doctrine of Depofmg 
Ksngs upon the Church of Rem.-, I here engage my word to him, 
thefePamphkis lhall be made ridiculous by name, and their Au- 
tbors^hcwM to the people in the Fools Coat they deferve.

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of this gentle nature viZsBccaHut's Correction at Rome, not for 
the Doctrines he maintained but for Overlaftiinti, (as Biftiop 
Mvnragne cxDrefles it in his Preface \ King J*mes\ Works ) 
i. e. for fpeaking the mind of their Church more plainjy than 
was at that time convenient. For, Secondly , we know wejl 
enough that thefe Principles ofDcpoJing and Killing Kings, and 
Extirpating H (reticles, are thought too precious Truths, and 
too high Points to be ordinaril) cxpcs'J to the Vulgar, and prefs'd 
upon all Occafions j thar they are the isircatia Imperti of their 
Kingdom ofDaiknefle, and kept like Warrants Dormant among 
the Cabala of their wicked Myfteries, to juftifit RcLeliions, t\(- 
faiiinates, and MafTacres, when the Church has very great need 
of them, and finds it her Intcreft to own thefe Dunnes of 
Devils j at other times it may fuit better with her Dcfigns to 
preach up Lo\alty and Obedience to Prinzes, and univerfal Cha* 
rity to Mankind. Laftly, we know that the Venetians and the 
French have been always Oppofers of the Pope's Encroachments 
upon civil Sovereigns, and that they do not fubmit to thefe fort 
of Doctrines, which arc fo directly calculated for his attaining 
an Abfolutc Dominion over the Chnftian World, a lorg proje- 
cted Fifth Monarchy, at leaft in the fame degree, that other 
Countries which are more J-fuiced and enflav'd to the Pope, are 
fore'd to do • which by the way may ferve for a good Argu- 
ment to convince them of Differences among rhemfeives, and o- 
verthrow their glorious pretence of Union, which they do fo 
magnifie upon all occafions to our reproach, but cannot figni- 
fie any thing to the purpofe, for which the Compendium ft here 
intends it, viz.. to fticw the Biftiop oflLinceln, in Anfwer to his 
Challenge at the end of his Book, Thar the Church of Rome ha* 
by pubhcl\Atts andDeclarattons difoxvn'a 1 and condemn 'd tbofe 
Principles which His Lordjhip charges upon her. He very confi- 
dently indeed affirms, that the Cenfures of thofe Authors he 
mentions/?.- 7 $. I. j», are fuch. But what ? djts he hope by 
pfitivcnelfe to face us down, that the Venetians and the French 
are the Roman Church ? Or that the Univerfitiesof France and 
the Parliament of Paris are her Reprefentativcs ? Is it poffible 
he fhould believe we have notLogick enough to diftinguifli be- 
tween the Parts and Branches of a Church, and the Church her 
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felf in bcr publick Authority and Reprcfentatkms ? Does he in- 
deed imagine- that he can at this time of day make the Judg- 
ments of particular Universities and Civil Aflcmblies pafle upon 
ns for publick Acts and Declarations of the Church of Rome ? 
He mult needs pardon us j we have been too often told it upon 
other cccaGons; to be ignorant now, that nothing but the De- 
crees of a Pope or a General Council are the publick Acts and 
Declarations of the Church of Rome ; and he has not fo much as 
pretended to mew either of thefe, for the Condemnation of thofe 
Principles which the B.fhop has prov'd upon his Religion by 
both. What fcorn then can be vile enough to throw upon his 
impudent Claim of the Bifhop's conditional promife of turning 
faptil, when the terroes upon which that promife was given 
ate fo far from being made good t And why does he run over 
fuch a Bead-role of names — The Colledge of the Sor tne, 
Paris, Caen, Rheimes, fee. I fay to what end does he ftun us 
with this vaft Din of infignificant Words, and rattle in our ears 
with empty Souods ?

I thought to liave pafs'd by his Quibble upon the Bifhop^ Title, 
'tis fo very fencelefic and thin a conceit . but becaufe I find he 
is apt to think every thing unanfwerable that is not particularly 
taken notice of; I (hall do him the favour to make the Reader 
obferve this ridiculous Criticifm : Who could think. 
»Compend. (fays* he; that His Lor djhips Heat again ft m 

j>ag. 76. Jhould force him even to a Title that has confuted 
his whole Huokj viz. That Topijh Principles and 
pofitions ( when really bclicv'd) are deftruftive and danger om 
to all Kings, efpeeiallj Prot eft ants 5 for he cannot term them 
Principles of Faith, becaufe thei were never tkus'Bciiev'd,&c. 
I fuppofe by Principles of Faith here, he means what is com- 
monly underftood by Articles of Fatth,i.e. Points neccflary to- 
Salvation; for the words are equivocal, and may bear feveral 
fences : but becaufe this is moft favourable to his Objection, I 
(hall underftand them fix New why cannot the B:fhop term 
fhefePofitionsPr/iftf/^^F^/i? He has prov'd them to have- 
been decreed both by Popes and Councils^ and if that be not e- 
no«gh to make any Point a trmiplc of Faith in their Church 



I know not where or how we lhall find any Principles of Faith 
among them. He fays indeed here (and in other places would 
infinuate the fame) That they teere never thus believed by any 
Catholic kj nor never thus approv*d of by the £h*rch. But that's 
only his word ag.iinft the B.fhjp's Proof, and ljgnifics nothing but 
to convince the World of the mamelels Impudence of Popifh 
Writers, who can even in Print, and in the face of a learned 
and inquiring People, affirm things contrary to direct Proofs, 
without ever fo much as endeavouring to anfwer thofe Proofs. 
I fee no reafon therefore why the Bifhop might not have term'd 
them Principles of Faith , if he had pleasM, but that it was not 
at all material to the defign of his Difcourfe fo to do j 'twas 
enough for his purpofe to prove them 'Principles of their Re- 
ligion, ( which he has moft clearly done ) no matter whether 
they hold them necelTary to Salvation or notj their very 
holding them as Principles of their Religion, docs make that fuU 
6cienrly dangerous to Princes, which was what the Bifhop un- 
dertook to (how. But let us fuppofe now, that the Bifhop 
cannot term thefe Pofitions Principles of Faith, I'le engage it 
fhall do his Title no more hurt, than 'tis plain it would his 
Book ; indeed neither of them any at all. ThisTttle f fays he J 
That Toptjb Principles and Pofitions ( when really believ y d) are 
defirktlive y Sec. has confuted his whole Book,. Why ? Becaufe 
he cannot term them (pray mark the Reafon J Principles of 
Faith, &c. Can any unprcjudie'd man now, whofe Brains lie 
in their right place, perceive any fort of Coufequencc in this 
Argument ? lor ray own part I can find pone. But if there 
bo any little fence at the bottom of this awkard blunder , it 
muft be this, viz.. a fupp^fal, that the real Belief of any Prin- 
ciple of Religion makes it immediately a Principle of Faith, {i.e. 
in his fence of thofe Terms, a point necelfary to Salvation) 
though it was not fo before: which is certainly the moft extra- 
vagant Whimfey that ever got hold of any mans Imagination, 
but our confus'd Compcndianifts j and if this be not his mean- 
ing, he talks Wild Injh, and is utterly unintelligible. I think 
I need not go about to confute fuch felf-evident Foolery as 
this j the very Offer were an affront to the meancft Readers 
Underftanding j there's hardly a School-boy, but knows that 
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Chriftian Religion teaches many ufeful and true Doftrines; 

which art not neceflary to Salvation, that yet are really believ'd 
by all thofe that are really of the Chriftian Religion. The Bi- 
fhop's Title therefore is very proper, and very confident with 
thedelign of h;s B:>uk, and this man's exception to it moft ab- 
furd and frivolous. Tis indeed not only proper, but charita- 
ble and modeft $ it implies the Bifhop does not believe, that 
all who live in the* external Communion of the Church of Rome, 
are either fo diiloyaJ to their Prince, or fo unmerciful to their 
Friends and Neighbours, as thofe Do&rines he charges upon 
her, really and heartily ailented to, muft needs make then). 
He hopes poffibly, that Humane Nature it feif in fome may 
check at their haifhneile and a particular fweetneffeof temper 
in otfieis, very much allay the Malignancy of their Poyfon, 
and hinder them from having their full effect, upon the Under- 
Handing, at leaft fuch an erk& as is juftiy to be dreaded from

nour of tbeUead \ Would thefe lawlefle Church Corfairs, thefe 
defperate Picaroons for Popery, robbe with modelty, and be Sa- 
tisfy *d with making private men their Prize, we ihould perhaps 
content our felves to defpife their little Pyracies, and langh at 
their feeble Inroades. But when they endeavour to fii k our 
ltrongeft Men of War , and take our very Admirals in the 
Port } when they will needs have our chief Leaders to be their 
Followers, and our molt famous Champions at the Wheels of 
their Triumphal Chariots, when like the Tartar's Scotch Captive, 
the) will pretend to hold their Goalers Prifoners, and ered their 
ridiculous Trophies upon the Tombes of their Conquerours. 
When nothing will ferve their turns but that Chtllingvtortb him- 
felf mull be believ'd to dye a Papift, and BiOiopiCiw^ to be 
reconcifd to their Church in Articttlo mortU j when Dr. Taylor 
muft now after his Death be thought a Friend to Popery, who 
in his life was both an Honour and a Defence to the Proteftant 
Faith, their impudence is intdlerable, and their Lyes grow 
mifchicvous s 'tis then neceflary to expofe the folly of their 
vain Pretences, and warne the people of their lar^e Difpen* 
fations. 

I mall now appealc to the Judgement of any utiprejudicM

In the mean time let us fuppofe this Story to 
be true, which, according to all appearance is next to impnm- 
ble, what is here pretended to have been faid by Dr. Tajlor, 
was I perceive, a thin^faid in private corrvei fation, and proba- 
bly, in great trufl and confidence ofthepcrfon to whom 'twas 
fpoke i how to Print this to the World, with Defign to biaft the 
Reputation of a Divine, after his Death, is fuch a piece of hone- 
lty and good nature, as is no where to be ma with, but in the 
Moralls of a Jefuitc , and the Chriltianity of a Romlfo 
Zealot. 

For what is intended in thit malicious PalTage to reflect on 
the Bifhjp of LttscoIne t as if he were as bad a Hypocrite, as 
Dr. Taylor is here reprefented to have been, and could have 
writ (if he ha4 pleas dj| abetter Book on fhePapifts fide, 'tis 
fo witlefs a Libel, (uch filly Slander, thatl think there is no 
need of ar.fwering it to any, who have ever heard of his great 
Name, and he muft have iiv'd very remote from Company^ 
who is in England a Stranger to that.
